Elba High School’s in- 
terim head football coach 
Glen Johnson walked across 
Mack Wood Field last 
week, reflecting on what 
was a whirlwind 2019 sea- 
son, and it was quite clear 
this mild-mannered man 
was passionate about his 
school and his students. 

The 2019 football season 
could have been a disaster 
for the Elba Tigers due to 
circumstances that led to the 


Standing on Mack Wood Field late last week, Elba 


resignation of former foot- 
ball coach Pate Harrison 
mid-way through the sea- 
son. However, school sys- 
tem turned to veteran 
teacher and coach Johnson 
to take the helm as interim 
head coach, and he led the 
team through eight more 
games — six regular season 
matchups and two playoff 
games. The team went 5-3 
with Johnson at the helm to 
finish up 8-4 overall. 

“T’ve sent a letter to our 
superintendent and each 


interim head football Coach Glen Johnson said he will 
apply for the job on a full time basis. He said it would be 
a dream come true for him to not only help led the football 
program but to also help lead champions on and off the 
field by teacing his student athletets to trust God and live 
the right way. The Elba alumnus said he desires to do that 
through leading by example. 


school board member 
thanking them for allowing 
me the opportunity to serve 
as [interim] head coach the 
last eight games of the sea- 
son,” Johnson said. “It 
meant everything to me that 
they entrusted me with the 
leadership of the Elba Tiger 
football team and staff at a 
time that could have left an 
painful scar on our program, 
but I feel like we pulled to- 
gether and turned that into 
many positives.” 

On Tuesday, Nov. 19, the 
job vacancy announcement 
went public with Elba City 
Schools looking to fill the 
physical education, head 
football coach and athletic 
director position at Elba 
High School that was va- 
cated by Harrison. 

Coach Johnson said he 
wants his community to 
know that he wants to re- 
move that interim title and 
to officially become the 
next head football coach at 
Elba High School. He said 
he would be applying for 


the job. 
“T want to continue to be 
Elba’s head coach,” 


Johnson said. “I want to 
lead this team, build this 
program back up to the leg- 
acy that precedes it, and in- 
still the love of hard work, 
pride and dedication back 
into the hearts of these 
young athletes. I don’t want 
to only chase champion- 
ships, but I want to help 
build champions on and off 
the field.”

Moseley said the two 
teachers now would have 
additional information to 
submit in January at the dis- 
trict level as Elba’s nomi- 
nees for Teacher of the Year. 
From there, the “Teacher of 
the Year” considerations go 
to the state level.

Boyd Farm named Coffee County Farm of Distinction

Distinction means excel- 
lence that sets something or 
someone apart from others, 
and that is the word used to 
describe Boyd Farm of Cof- 
fee County [New Brockton] 
this year as the Coffee 
County Farm-City Farm of 
Distinction. 

The Boyd family has 
lived on this farm since 
1900, and it currently is op- 
erated by Lee Boyd. 

“Tt is a great honor and 
very humbling to receive 
this award,” Boyd said. “We 
are certairily very apprecia~ 
tive of it.” 

Today’s Boyd Farm was 
built on a solid lumber tra- 
dition in Richburg, which 
has become known as the 
‘lost town’ of Coffee 


Richburg was incorpo- 
rated in 1902 and prospered 
for more than a decade. For 
10 years, the company, 
Boyd-Henderson Lumber 
Company, produced pine 
flooring and sold lumber for 
a dollar a load and even pro- 
vided wood to help rebuild 
Chicago after the “Great 
Fire of 1871”. 

Boyd Farm now is at six 
generations of L.A. Boyd’ 
raising cattle on the land 
that began as a timber busi- 
ness about 120 years ago. 
Lee Boyd raises Simmental, 
Sim Angus, and Angus cat~ 
tle-on"the land of Boyd 
Farm. 

“T can only hope we live 


up to the honor given to us 
as the Farm of Distinction 
this year,” Boyd said. “To 
be distinguished from your 
county peers in this manner 
is definitely an honor.” 

Lee Boyd and his wife, 
Harriette, officially accepted 
the Coffee County Farm of 
Distinction Award during 
the annual Coffee County 
Farm-City Banquet held 
Thursday night, Nov. 21, at 
the Coffee County Farm 
Center in New Brockton, 
Ala. Several other award 
also were presented as the 
county celebrated the rela- 
tionship between farming 
and the business industry in 
the county (see Page 7).

Ponder the following before endorsing any politician’s na- 
tional health care plan which includes “Like the Canadians 
do it.” If you’re Canadian, you can spend 20 weeks waiting 
for routine surgery. Last year, patients north of the border 
waited a median of 19.8 weeks to secure treatment from a 
specialist after getting a referral from a general practitioner. 
In 2018, there were over a million patients languishing on 
wait lists in Canada’s government-run health care system. 
Private insurance coverage is outlawed for anything consid- 
ered “medically necessary.” Only the government has the 
authority to pay for such procedures. It is against the law for 
them to try using private pay or private health insurance. If 
patients don’t want to wait their turn, they’re welcome to 
seek care outside the country — on their own dime. Last 
year, the median wait for orthopedic surgery in Canada was 
a staggering 39 weeks. 


Don’t understand how the above is possible . . . . well ask 
around from folks who use the US Veterans Administration’s 
health care system. There are some positive results but 
mostly it is nightmare stories. 


The shocking news that the Lowndes County, AL sheriff had 
been killed last weekend brought back a flood of ‘not-so- 
good’ memories of the same thing happening right here in 
Coffee County all those years ago when Sheriff Neil Gran- 
tham was gunned down in front of the jail early on a Thurs- 
day morning. The man convicted of Neil’s death is in a state 
prison. He was convicted.and sentenced to death but after 
years and years of court proceedings the death penalty was 
thrown out and he is serving prison time and living at the 
taxpayers’ expense. We expect the same fate awaits the 18- 
year-old man charged with gunning down much-respected 
Sheriff John “Big John” Williams. 


We read this past weekend that Thanksgiving weekend is 
one of the worst times to be on the highways of Alabama. 
Alabama’s record for traffic accidents is bad and compared 
to the other 49 states, the home state record is horrible. Our 
pleas will not change the world but with our readers being 
keenly aware of the increased dangers, maybe we can pre- 
vent a few wrecks from happening — this week and all other 
weeks.

ALEA encourages safe traveling during Thanksgiving holiday 


Intoxication and driving 
under the influence are 
prevalent during Thanks- 
giving weekend, making the 
long holiday one of the 
deadliest on roadways, ac- 
cording to the National 
Highway Traffic Safety Ad- 
ministration (NHTSA). 

The Alabama Law En- 
forcement Agency’s 
(ALEA) Secretary Hal Tay- 
lor said the agency’s mis- 
sion is to reverse the trend. 

“We urge motorists to 
think before they drink this 
extended holiday and 
throughout the season. 
Drinking and driving do not 
mix — ever,” he said. 

Between 12:01 a.m. Wed- 
nesday, Nov. 27, and mid- 
night Sunday, Dec. 1, 
ALEA will boost _ its 
Trooper presence on road- 
ways and work to prevent 
traffic crashes, injuries and 
fatalities with grant funding 
from the Alabama Depart- 
ment of Economic and 
Community Affairs 
(ADECA) and the Alabama 
Department of Transporta- 
tion (ALDOT). During that 
time, ALEA and its law en- 
forcement partners across 
the state will conduct DUI 
checkpoints and other en- 
forcement activities de- 
signed to curb crashes 
involving alcohol. 

Alcohol was a contrib- 
uting factor in an average of 
9.9 percent of all Trooper- 
investigated traffic crashes 
from five-day Thanksgiving 
travel periods from 2014 to 
2018. For those same 
periods, Troopers arrested 
an average of 38.6 individ- 
uals for DUI. During the 
2018 Thanksgiving travel 
period, for example, 
Troopers investigated 482 
traffic crashes, 36 of which 
involved alcohol; investi- 
gated seven traffic fatalities, 
two of which involved alco- 
hol; and arrested 35 individ- 


uals for DUI. 

In addition, ALEA also 
reminds the motoring public 
to: 

* Obey the law: Do not 
speed, follow too closely or 
make illegal lane changes. 
These are among top deadly 
driving behaviors. 

* Buckle up: No matter 
how short the trip, make 
sure everyone in the vehicle 


is properly restrained. (As 
of Sept. 1, 2019, state law 
requires occupants of all 
ages to use a seat belt or 
child-restraint system.) 

* Put away the phone and 
other distractions: Make 
safety a priority. When be- 
hind the wheel, do not text 
or do anything but focus on 
the task of driving. 
¢ Prepare for conges-

*** The Brantley Bulldogs battled top-ranked Sweet 
Water for all four quarters Friday night in third round play- 
off action in a heartbreaking 38-35 road loss.

Ariton lost to Leroy 35-24 and G.W. Long fell to Reeltown 
41-22 to end the dreams of an all Dale County semifinals. 
Up in the 3A ranks, T.R. Miller advanced to the semifinals 
with a big 14-12 upset win over defending state champ Flo- 
maton and will be on the road for the fourth straight week 
on Friday night, and in Class 4A Andalusia blanked Amer- 
ican Christian 24-0 to reach the semifinals for the fourth 
straight year, and for the fourth straight year will go up 
against UMS-Wright in the semifinals. In 5A, Central of 
Clay County kept its back-to-back title hopes alive with a 
43-15 win over Madison County; in 6A, Spanish Fort de- 
feated Park Crossing 28-21 and after a 5-4 start and a fourth 
place finish in its region is now only one game away from 
playing for a state title; and in 7A, it will be a rematch as 
Central of Phenix City and Thompson both made it to Au- 
burn with impressive wins. 

««* Elba High has published its job opening for a new 
head football coach and it was good to see that the job open- 
ing included the requirement that the new coach have a de- 
gree in physical education. Too many times schools will hire 
a coach without a degree and just ‘find him’ a spot on staff 
that draws a big salary and does nothing to better the edu- 
cational value of the overall staff. There are too many 
people that spend thousands of dollars on tuition and books 
and make sacrifices to graduate from college to let someone 
without a degree come in and fill the position, It is also a

*** Northside Methodist Academy, in Dothan, an- 
nounced last week that it would petition the Alabama High 
School Athletic Association to become a member, begin- 
ning with the upcoming school year.

*** Bryant-Denny Stadium began a $92.5 million ren- 
ovation this week that will add high-end seats, suites and 
bunker-type seats to the stadium.
